With the American Array in France. 


—After a slight lull in the fighting be- 
tween Sergy and Seringes, with the 
Bavarian reserve 
division and the 


Prussian Guards in front of them, the 
Americans in their attack went for- 
ward at 9 o'clock in the morning. Soon 
machine guns concealed along the 
crest before Meurcy farm, near Sergy, 
on the slopes of H'.ll 200 and in Flan- 
chctlc wood opened fire. The artillery 
joined in, and with a hail of bullets 
and shells in their faces the Americans 
dauntlessly pressed on for 500 yards. 


Here they met ferocious resistance 


from the Prussian Guard. They rush- 
ed the machine guns, but the Prussians 
kept on firing. No quarter was given 
on either side. Around Meurcy farm 
only the boyonet could silence the 
Prussian machine gunners. 


From neighboring slopes and from 


the right bullets and shells came thick, 
but the Americans held on grimly to 
their gains, which were on the slope 
of the hill. 


Digging in under fire, they got their 


second breath. The Prussians, around 
Seringes in particular, 
attacked in 


greater force than ever. They swarm- 
ed up all along the line. Men went 
down as the Americans, with machine 
guns and rifles, poured lead upon the 
pressing lines. 


As the enemy came near the Ameri- 


cans assaulted with the boyonet 
A 


terrific hand to hand fight ensued. The 
Prussians were driven back. That was 
at S o'clock in the evening. A second 
attack followed almost immediately, 
ft was of the same character as the 
first and as unprofitable. A third as- 
sault was delivered, and the Ameri- 
cans allowed the enemy to enter Se- 
ringes. In their ardor the Prussians 
walked in unwarily. 


The Americans retired on three 


sides of the village, and when the 
guardsmen entered they surrounded 
the place. The Prussians fought des- 
perately to get out—so desperately 
that not one was taken prisoner. The 
streets were filled with the dead and 
dying. No hands went up. All fought 
like tigers. The ruthless guardsmen 
had met the irresistible young men of 
America. 
When night fell after the 


bloodiest day the Americans have yet 
known the Yankees had maintained 
all of their positions. 


Sergy. twice entered by the enemy, 


was again in American hands, and 
from Hill 1S4, overlooking Seringes, to 
Hill 212, dominating Sergy, their line 
was intact 


It was a great day in American his- 


tory. Farther south other American 
troops had taken the wood below 
Genres. 


The handful of German prisoners 


who were taken were men of fine 
physique, who stood rigidly at atten- 
tion when questioned. They said that 
they had been ordered to hold the line 
at any cost

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Paris.—Soissous, the western pivot 


of the Crown Prince's Aisue front, was 
captured by the allies. With the fall 
of this big base the entire German 
right between the Aisne and the Ourcq 
collapses. 


Ville-en-Tardenois, pivot of the Ger- 


man east flank southwest of Eheiras. 
also has been taken. Capture of both 
cities was announced by the war office 
in its night communique. 
The Ger- 


mans now must tall back to Vailly, 
nine miles northeast of Soissons. The 
retreat of all German forces below 
the Aisne, however, may be cut off if 
the allies break through north of that 
river east of Soissons. 


Soissons was the western gate of 


the pocket, and, with that gone, the 
Germans are retreating precipitately 
toward the Vesle, losing heavily in 
prisoners as they flee. The allies are 
pressing them closely on all sides, an*! 
it is believed in London that the allied 
victory over the Germans marks the 
turning point of the war. 
The Aisne 


is very likely the ultimate destination 
of the present German retreat. 


The Germans still remaining in th" 


salient must withdraw by way of tho 
Rheims end of die salient, which lacks 
means of communication. 


Moreover, the faptnre of Soissons 


ends all chances of the Germans mak- 
ing a stand on the Ve^le. The entire 
line of the Crov, n Prince resting on 
the Aisne is imperiled by the victori- 
ous advance.

The French and Americans in the

the German left in the rear, menacing 
Braisne and Fismes on the Vesle, ant! 
have taken Ville-en-Tardenois. 


Raperte village, a little to the north 


of Fere, is already in Franco-Ameri- 
can hands. From Sergy, Cierges an'l 
Seringes, all scenes of many days' 
fighting, In which the Americans cov- 
ered themselves with undying glory, 
the Americans and poiius debouched 
in a nordieasteriy direction, advancing 
between two and three miles.

Be it enacted and ordained by the 


Burgesi and Town Council of the 
Borough of Gettysburg, Pa., and it 
is hereby enacted and ordained by 
authority of the same, that the fol- 
lowing Rules and Regulations of 
the Board of Health of Gettysburg 
be adopted: 


Rules and Regulations of the Board 


of Health of the Borough of Get- 
tysburg, Pa., adopted on the 30th 
day of May, A. D., 1918: 
Section i. PIGS: On and after the 


ist day of August, 1918, the keeping 
of pigs in the Borough of Gettysburg 
within the following limits, to wit: 
on the North by the center line of 
Railroad street: on the East by the 
center line of Stratton stret; on the 
South by the center line of Midule 
street, East and West; and on the 
West by the center line of Washing- 
ton street, North and South, is h»re- 
by prohibited. Pigs may be kept in 
other portions of the Borough only 
after permits have been secured from 
the Board of Health, which permits 
shall be subject to revocation when- 
ever the conditions existing in and 
around any pig pen a-e found by the 
L'oard of Health to be insanitary or 
a menace to health, ;ind which con li- 
tions have not been properly abated 
after a written notice from the Board 
of Health to the person to whom the 
permit was issued. 


Section 2. SLAUGHTER HOUSES- 


On and after the ist day of August 


;, no slaughter house shall be con- 


ducted or operated v»ithin the limits 
of the Borough of Gettysburg ex- 
cept in accordance with a permit is- 
sued by the Board of Health. Such 
permit shall be issued for a term of 
one (i) year and shall be revocable 
at any time insanitary conditions are 
found to be permittee! or maintained 
in or around any slaugntcr house and 
which are not abated a'"u-r wiitten 
notice has been served upon the per- 
son to whom the permit K issued.

"We are going to-elect a Congress this coming 


fall. 
There is one great single predominant qualifi- 


cation for an election to that Congress, and that is a 
loyal heart. 
(Applause). 


"I don't care whether a man is a Democrat or a 


Republican or a Progressive or a Socialist or a Prohi- 
bitionist, or whatnot, he must have a loyal heart, or 
it is treason to send him to Congress.

There are probably from twenty to thirty Congres- 
sional districts in this country where there is a loyal 
majority but where there is so large a dislo\-al minor- 
ity that a division of the loyal majority may let a pro- 
German in.

hind the Administration, and that, God grant, may 
make itself felt behind the men who are puttering 
over contracts and lingering on the road to victory.

man, to beat them (applause), to make every Amer- 
ican feel that all the rest of the hundred millions are 
with him in his mightiest efforts to beat the German. 
(Applause)."

That the Chinese shared this preju- 


dice against red hair is proved by 
their epithet for the English, -R-hom 
they called "red-haired barbarians" 
or "red-haired devils." 


The great exception to this rule 


among ancient nations is the Romans, 
for since the time of Nero they have 
praised red hair in the highest terms. 
They preferred a dark red, almost 
brown, such as we term auburn, and 
modern Romans share this liking. It is 
said that among the patrician families 
of Rome and Florence there is an ab- 
normally large number of red-haired 
women. Modern Greeks share this pre- 
dilection v/ith the Romans and they 
highten the reddish effect of the hair 
by wearing dull gold ornaments. 


One of the most frequent causes cf 


the prejudice against red hair in Chri*- 
tian countries undoubtedly goes back 
to the tradition that Judas, the be- 
trayer of Jesus, had red hair, and most 
of the artists paint him thus. Shakes- 
peare refers to this in "As You Tika 
it," when Rosalind says of Orlando, 
"His very hair is of the dissembling 
color," and Celia answers: 
"Some- 


thing browner than Judas." 


The Brahmins were forbidden to 


marry red-haired •women and. as has 
been said: 
"The populace of most 


countries, confounding moral with es- 
thetic impressions, accuse red-haired 
people of various shortcomings." 


Besides the old tradition of Judas 


having been red-haired aiding to cre- 
ate the prejudice existing in many 
lands the fact of the feeling against 
red hair in England is set down to the 
red-haired Danes, who could not be 
regarded save as invaders and bar- 
barians.

That the Chinese shared this preju- 


dice against red hair is proved by 
their epithet for the English, -whom 
they called "red-haired barbarians" 
or "red-haired devils." 


The great exception to this rule 


among ancient nations is the Romans, 
for since the time of Nero they have 
praised red hair in the highest terms. 
They preferred a dark red, almost 
brown, such as we term auburn, and 
modern Romans share this liking. It it 
said that among the patrician families 
of Rome and Florence there is an ab- 
normally large number of red-haired 
women. Modern Greeks share this pre- 
dilection with the Romans and they
